The Romulus City Council has de¬ 
manded that newly elected Mayor, 
Alan Lambert make cuts to the city’s 
police department. 

“We’re not going to let you protect 
your guys,” said members of council 
to Lamteit. Council claimed that the 
department was too top heavy with 
brass, and positions would need to be 
eliminated. 

In order to make cuts in the bud¬ 
get, provide money for the enhance¬ 
ment of the fire depaitmenL while at 
the same time preserving the integrity 
of the Romulus Police Department, 
Lambert has proposed an executive 
level retirement package. 

At first rumored were cuts that 
would demote ranking police officers, 
an action that would mean a laige cut 
in pay for several. Lambert indicates 
that it was never proposed that demo¬ 
tions take place. 

Unable to talk with the press due to 
negotiations, officers within the de¬ 
partment began utilizing union offi¬ 
cials to speak with the Mayor about 
the budget cuts and what it would 
mean to the department 

Needing to trim over $700,000 
from the budget Lambert has offered 
seven ranking officers in the depart¬ 
ment a retirement package buyout to 
avoid making cuts at the bottora 

Four of the positions that will be 
eliminated are that of Executive Lieu¬ 
tenants. Those officers are cimcntly in 
charge of administration, investiga¬ 
tions, and patrol operations. Addition¬ 
ally, three Sergeants currently in patrol 
operations will be offered the package. 

Two patrol positions not yet filled 
will be left vacanL and two officers 
currently on medical leave for over 2 
years vdll be unable to return to work 
due to illness or injury. Those posi¬ 
tions will also be left vacant 

Lambert has indicated that it will 
not mean a cut in road patrol; in fact 
that road patrol will increase with the 
utilization of community policing offi¬ 
ces, and one Sergeant tom the Detec¬ 
tive Bureau. 

Touted as a reorganization planTJy 
the Mayor and city council, the plan 
will elirriinate a total of seven ranking 

Kirby named new 
Public Safety bead 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who is seek¬ 
ing to reform the police and fire de¬ 
partment in Romulus, has named Po¬ 
lice Chief Charles Kirby as Public 
Safety Director. Under this new title, 
Kirby will be an administrator to both 
the police and fire department 

Mayor Lambert’s primary goal in 
the reorganization is to have a full 
time fine department. The department 
will double the size of full time fire¬ 
fighters they cuniently have, tom 8 to 
16. The police will have a new chief 
but will remain the same size. 

In neighboring Van Buren Town¬ 
ship, police administrator Christopher 
Elg was also chosen as the Public 
Safety Director. Ktoy stated that a 
Public Safety Director is generally 
someone with a police background 
because police receive extra certifica¬ 
tion and training in the police acade¬ 
my and the Director of Public Safety 
should be someone with the same cer¬ 
tification. Otherwise, they would have 
to send a fire administrator to the 
academy. 

As toblic Safety Director, Kirby 
will attend City Council meetings, 
representing police and fire on admin¬ 
istrative matters. He will be helping 
the council on purchasing agreements 
regarding both departments. 

“The exciting thing for me is that 
we’re going to have a full time fire de¬ 
partment. It’s something that appeals 
to my skills,” said Kirby. 


officers, and four patrol officers. 

“Many of these men have more 
than 25 years,” said Lambert. “They 
are ready to retire. We’re making it re¬ 
ally easy for them to do so.” 

Chief of Police Charles Kiiby has 
indicated that although some officers 
may have to buy into the retirement 
package due to a shortage of available 
years, it will be a small amount, and 
could be covered by Deferred Comp, 
a savings plan available to Romulus 
Police Officers. 

“In 33 years of police service I 
have seen that change is very hand,” 
said Kirby. He hopes that the package 
offered to his officers will help allevi¬ 
ate some of the worry. 

“They are getting a great retirement 
package, if they don’t want it, they 
don’t have to t^e iL” said Lambert. 
He also indicated that he believes after 


25 years officers are burned out and 
looldng forward to retirement 

Some officers, who wish to remain 
off the record due to union negotia¬ 
tions, feel that the package is a way to 
force ranking personnel from the de¬ 
partment. In fact morale has been im¬ 
paired for some time due to the im¬ 
pending reorganization. They believe 
that the threat of demotions to lower 
ranking officers has compelled some 
very fine supervisors to take a retire¬ 
ment they do not want 

However, one position will be cre¬ 
ated in the newly organized station, 
that of Deputy Chief Sgt. Gerald 
Champagne will be promoted to fill 
that position. He will oversee the day- 
to-day operations of the department. 

That new position will be neces¬ 
sary due to the promotion of Kirby as 
head of the newly created Department 


of Public Safety. Kirby indicated there 
could also be one promotion of one of 
the Sergeants in the Detective Bureau, 
although it isn’t known at this time 
who, or to what position. 

Kirby said that new positions are 
posted for officers to make bids on, 
but that ultimately the chief makes his 
decision by Judgment clause, in other 
words, who he feels is best suited for 
the Job. 

Kirby indicated that road patrol in 
the department will not be affected by 
the proposal due to management level 
eliminations. “We are still going to do 
community policing, although those 
officers will also be used in patrol. 
One Sergeant in the Detective Bureau 
will be moved to supervise the patrol 
division,” said Kirby. 

Two detectives are currently being 
considered for that move, Detective

Sgt Jeffrey Keefer, or Detective Sgt. 
Gordon Malaniak. Known as a lateral 
transfer tom one contractual position 
to another, Kirby noted that it would 
not mean a demotion or loss of pay. 

“I don’t think we’re hurting them,” 
said Kirby. Both men currently serve 
the department investigating reported 
crimes. 

When asked about the loss of offi¬ 
cers with Master or Bachelor’s de¬ 
grees in Criminal Investigation and 
Law Enforcement, Kirby indicated 
that education is only considered dur¬ 
ing promotion, not as an issue to cur¬ 
tail retirement or layoff. 

Lambert will use the money saved 
from the reorganization efforts to es-' 
tablish a 24-hour city fire department 
Currently the city has 8 full time on 
call fire fighters. Lambert wants to see 
an additional eight hired, and a move 
to a 24-hour, 7 day a week depart¬ 
ment. “Our paid on call fire fighters 
have provided a wonderful service, 
but they need some assistance now,” 
said Lambert. 

The city uses CEMS, a private ana- 
bulance and medical services compa¬ 
ny at the present time. CEMS does 
not charge the city for its services, in¬ 
stead accepting oiily payment tom in¬ 
surance carriers and the individuals 
being treated and transported. 

Lambert plans to do work only on 
the existing stations right now, with fu- 
ture plans to build two more. He 
would like to see one built in the hotel 
district near the airport “TIFA money 
could provide a station in that district,” 
said Lambert 

He is also encouraging the existing 
on call fire fighters to apply for the 
new positions. The city will require 
EMT certification on all of them; 
however they will assist them in ,get- 
ting it 

Lambert wants his officers to know 
he didn’t give them up. As a former 
Romulus police officer, who was 
helped in his election bid by several 
officers in the department, he says he 
understands and wanted to do his best 
by them. 

“I’m not giving them up,” said 
Lambert “They are being well taken 
care of.” 

Retirements will take effect Octo¬ 
ber 1.

0,K How much 
do you know about 
Wayne Memorial 
High School?

First, what is the school’s mot¬ 
to? 

Answer. Industry, Intelligence, 
and Integrity. 

Good Let’s take it tom there: 

In 1926, Wayne High School 
opened its doors to its first stu¬ 
dents at the 3712 Williams Street 
fecility on Michigan Avenue. They 
decided that the “Fighting Zebras” 
was a suitable nickname. The Ze¬ 
bra was picked because of the ani¬ 
mal’s mean spirit. They adopted 
the school colors of Blue and Gold 

Let’s jump to the World Whr n 
years, like 1942. 

The Senior Class that year was 
the largest graduating class to date 
with 142 students; the 1942 Senior 
Class also had the distinction of 
raisin g money and donating fUnds 
for a resuscitator to the Wayne- 
Nankin Fire Department. 

But, now get this: The Senior 
Class of 1945 sold magazine sub¬ 
scriptions and made $30,000, of 
which $5,000 was donated to the 
Red Cross and the rest was used to 
purchase a Military Airplane that 
received the name “Flying Zebra”. 
The plane was used as an air am¬ 
bulance during the war 

In the spring of 1962, Wayne 
Memorial High School was opened 
at 3001 Fourth Street at Glenwood, 
and a new era began. The building 
was named to honor those tom 
the city who served in World n 
tom the Wayne Area The Blue and

Gold Fighting Zebras were now 
part of the Wayne Memorial High 
School 

The new V^^e Memorial High 
School was a 134,496 square foot 
building, constructed at a cost of 
$2,867,135. Also there was $20,000 
allocated by the school board for 
equipment and a federal grant paid 
for $906,250 of the total price tag. 

Not bad. 

The contract for the building 
was awarded on Jan. 31,1945, and 
the building opened in the spring of 
1952. An Open House was held on 
April 19,1953. 

And who were afforded the hon¬ 
or of becoming the first members of 
the Wsyne School Board: The Su¬ 
perintendent of Schools was Mr. 
Stuart L. Openlander, the Board 
president, Horace Phillips (1945- 
1952); secretaiy, Whitney Ballan- 
tine (1947 to 1955); treasurer, 
George Schumm (1951-1955); and 
trustees Milford Brown (1943-1954), 
Kenneth McKay (1952-1953), Nor¬ 
man Stockmeyer (1946)-1953), 
Harris Wilson (1952-1956), Harold 
Sleicher (19^1952), Wayne Gariick 
(1944-1951) and John Snyder.

Residents and business owners 
are reminded that they should con¬ 
tinue to use water on the odd/even 
schedule which means that individ¬ 
uals with addresses ending in an odd 


number may water outdoors only on 
odd-numbered calendar days, while 
those with addresses ending in an 
even number may water outdoors 
on even-numbered calendar days. 

“We also are urging our water 
customers to avoid water use during 
times when overall consumption is 
at its peak, tom 6 am. until 9 am. 


daily,” said Robert English, assistant

With the primary elections’on 
August 6, voters in precinct 3 (which 
also includes precinct 8) are oppos¬ 
ing the new voting location at Ro¬ 
mulus Elementary School that was 
approved by City Council in Janu¬ 
ary. 

In a letter to the mayor, Dorothy 
Byrd (known as “Phoenix Byrd”) 
spoke on behalf of the 68 signatures 
she received from residents of 
precinct 3 opposing the new loca¬ 
tion. 

“We are expressing our dissatis¬ 
faction on how the situation was 
handled” said Byrd. We demand that 
you bring the voting polls back to 
precinct 3 and to the Thomas J. 
Coleman Center since the school 
(Beverly school) is no longer avail¬ 
able.” 

Byrd stressed that they are con¬ 
cern^ about 3 only and not 8. Resi¬ 
dents in precinct 3 believe their civil 
rights were violated when the loca¬ 
tion was moved. This is because 
many of the residents walked to the 
Beverly voting location. 


The new location, an additional 
mile away from many residents in 3, 
is too far to walk. Byrd says this is 
keeping people from voting and 
something must be done. 

The previous voting location was 
at the Lorena Burton building, also 
known as Beverly School. The 
council approved of the new Romu¬ 
lus Elementary location, according 
to City Clerk Linda Choate, because 
it meets state and federal guidelines 
for a voting location, whereas the 
previous Lorena Burton location did 
not. 

“It is not convenient for all of the 
voters in precinct 3. Good candi¬ 
dates may lose a vote as a result of 
this,” said Byrd. 

City Council stated that they 
were acting in accordance with state 
law and that those who would not be 
able to reach the Romulus Elemen¬ 
tary location by foot could register 
for an absentee ballot. 

“All voters who do not have 
transportation are entitled to an ab¬ 
sentee ballot. We do no t want to de¬ 
ny anyone the right to vote,” said 
Clerk Choate. 

Byrd also mentioned that some 


residents were planning to car pool 
for those who don't have transporta¬ 
tion and prefer not to walk. 

In January, the council decided to 
move the voting location of 
' precincts 3 and 8 to the new Romu¬ 
lus Elementary School. A handi¬ 
capped accessible, air-conditioned 
building with a newly paved parking 
lot, the council felt that the location 
would suit the needs of the precinct 
better than the old one. 

Precincts 3 and 8, they contend¬ 
ed, were the largest growing 
precincts in the city with more resi¬ 
dents in 3 and 8 combined when the 
new apartment complex and Gate¬ 
way subdivision is finished. 

They stated this again at the July 
22 meeting. Precincts 3 and 8 are 6 
square miles with 1, 500 residents. 
Council is anticipating another 2,000 
voters. 

With the primary and final elec¬ 
tions so close the council does not 
believe any change can be done to 
the precincts or their voting location 
for the upcoming elections. 

“There's no way we could move 
back this year,” said Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak.

Van Buren seeks new 
planning administration

Van Buren Township is seek¬ 
ing to fill a Planning and Zoning 
Administrator position in the 
Building and Planning Depart¬ 
ment. 

In the past few weeks Build¬ 
ing and Planning Director Bryce 
Kelley/Executive Director/As¬ 
sessment Coordinator Susan Ire¬ 
land and Township Supervisor 
Cindy King have discussed how 
to best meet the demand “to pro¬ 
vide adequate and professional 
service in the area of develop¬ 
ment,” said Supervisor King. 

The Planning and Zoning Ad¬ 
ministrator will provide support 
to Director Kelley to the daily 
operation of the Planning De¬ 
partment and Ordinance enforce¬ 
ment. The administrator will 
serve as a staff liaison to the 
Planning Commission and Board 
of Zoning Appeals. 

They will be responsible for 
the coordination of the Site Plan 
Committee review process, 
which may involve various out¬ 
side agencies, departments, con¬ 
sultants and the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

Over a year ago, the township 


board approved to have a Build¬ 
ing Director for Van Buren and 
began advertising to find some¬ 
one suitable for the job. The 
township received approximately 
6 resumes from people interest¬ 
ed. 

According to Supervisor 
King, the board was dissatisfied 
with the lack of applicants and 
the qualifications of the ones in¬ 
terested. During the time that 
they were reviewing these, they 
learned that Bryce Kelley was 
interested in returning to the 
township. 

Since Kelley’s return, the 
township did not make attempts 
to fill the position and instead 
worked with newly reinstated 
Director Kelley on a variety of 
building projects. “However,” 
said Township Supervisor Cindy 
King, “it remains that there is a 
need for additional staff in the 
Developmental Services Depart¬ 
ment (Building and Planning).” 

There are benefits of separat¬ 
ing building functions from plan¬ 
ning, however the township is 
still spending considerable 
amount of time in the planning 
process and the weak national 
economy has not affected the 
pace of planning in Van Buren.

Rivers, Sarah Brady talk gun safety in Inkster

Sarah Brady, whose life was 
shattered in 1981 when her hus¬ 
band, Jim, was shot in the attempt¬ 
ed assassination of President 
Ronald Reagan, joined Congress- 
woman Lynn Rivers on Monday in 
Inkster to discuss the importance 
of gun safety.

Granholm, Dingell, Ficano are MCN picks 


The August 6 primary appears to be-one of the 
most competitive elections this area has seen in many 
years - particularly if you are Democrat. Statewide, the 
three Democratic candidates for Governor are spend¬ 
ing record amounts of money to win the nomination 
At the Congressional level. Dean of the Congress, Rep. 
John Dingell is campaigning as hard as his very first 
race, as he and Rep. Lynn Rivers run neck-and-neck 
for the newly formed 15th Congressional District. 

After numerous interviews and questionnaires a 
panel that includes writers Ibm Mooradian, Ivan Helf- 
man, and Brenda Gracin, along with Rita Bedell and 
yours truly, have endorsed on behalf of Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers, the following candidates: 

GOVERNOR (Democratic)- The panel spUt big- 
time, here. James Blanchard, who served the eight 
years before John Englei; certainly has a great deal of 
experience to draw frouL Depending on who you talk 
to that could be good or bad. We believe politics-as- 
usual is not the right direction, and would ask Denioc- 
ratic voters to nominate Jennifer Granholm as their 
gubernatorial candidate. Granholm, has held up well 
clearly and concisely stating her positions, despite a 
television attack flnm both Blanchard and David Bo- 
nioi; that few have seen in politics. 

GOVERNOR (Republican) - We would like voters 
to nominate State Senator Joe Schwarz. The doctor, a 
moderate, is one of the most respected members of the 
Senate and his no-nonsense approach to campaigning 
and laying out the issues is refi^shing. Dick Posthu¬ 
mous, the probable nominee, is tied to the Western 
Michigan, conservative, right wing portion of the party 
that hasnt been able to win a statewide election in a 
long time.

DingeU, who has served longer in 
Congress than anyone currently holding a seat, on the 
other hand is more conservative and considered one of 
the top leaders in Congress. We believe voters should 
elect John DingeEL 

U.S. Congress - 11th District (Republican) - This 
race pits State Senator Thaddeus McCotter against 
Canton businessman David Hagerty. McCotter has 
served as a county commissioner and state senator, 
and certainly has a grasp on how government works. 
We are somewhat disturbed that he spends very little 
time in the City of Wayne, but overall we believe he 
would make the better representative. 

County Executive- (Democratic) - Although four 
Republicans are running the next Executive will come 
from a pack of nine Democrats, with realistically only, 
three of those ha\1ng a chance. Benny Napoleon, for¬ 
mer Detroit Police Commissioner and Ricardo 
Solomon, Chairman of the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners are campaigning hard However, we 
believe the nod should go to Wayne County Sheriff 
Robert Ficano. Ficano, who has held his elected posi¬ 
tion for many years, deserves the opportunity to step- 
up and run the County. As a Western Wayne resident, 
he will keep in mind that we sometimes have a differ¬ 
ent agenda than the City of Detroit. 

State Senate - 6th District (Democratic)- Eileen 
DeHart, who currently sits on the Westland City Coun¬ 
cil but has held leadership positions in the state legis¬ 
lature ought to be nominated for state senate. DeHart 
is wonderful at coalition building and usually does 
what she says. Her opponent Eric Stempien is a Livo¬ 
nia lawyer 

State Representative 18th District (Republican) - 
Our choice is Kip Lipford, a thoughtful newcomer with 
some good ideas including several ways to demand ac¬ 
countability firom our schools. His opponent is perenni¬ 
al and reclusive candidate, Bhagwan Dashaiiya 

State Representative 18th District (Democratic) - 
Incumbent Glenn Anderson is facing a challenge flnm 
re-caUed Westland City Council president, David Cox. 
Although we admired Cox’s mall kiosk advertising to 
raffle off his pay raise, if he were elected, Anderson is 
our choice. Of all the candidates on this year’s ballot, 
Anderson is, in our opinion, the most honest. Anderson 
has proven to be an effective lawmaker at the state lev¬ 
el just as he was on the Westland City Council 

State Representative - 20th District (Republican) - 
This hotly contested race pits incumbent John Stew¬ 
art against Plymouth businessman Jonathon Grant. 
This appears to be a nail-biter as Grant has received 
money and endorsements firom the conservative wing 
of the party. Stewart, a Plymouth lawyer; has sparred 
with members of his own party, mainly Rep. Patterson, 
and has fiankly struggled in his first term. Grant, like¬ 
wise, doesn’t appear ready to lead this district. We will 
give a slight edge to Stewart.

trustee, and Herb Scott are running on platforms that 
are very similar. LaJoy is a businessman and Scott 
works in the pharmaceutical industry. Neither appears 
to be very accessible. You choose. 

State Representative - 21st District (Democratic)- 
Eric LaCruze, finm Belleville, is a newcomer who is de¬ 
manding accountability for public schools. His oppo¬ 
nent is Plymouth- Canton Board of Education Vice- 
President Mark Slavens who seeks ftmding equality for 
public schools. Slavens with top-notch education and 
experience is our clear choice. 

State Representative - 22nd District (Democratic)-. 
In a crowded and somewhat experienced field, the 
nominee to replace Ray Basham, ought to be 'Ihylor 
councilwoman, Jacklyn Molner. Molneris platform is 
typical of the candidates, but she has been a very effec¬ 
tive councilperson. Her opponents include Donald 
Zub, the former mayor of Ihylor, Hoon-Yung Hopgood, 
an aid to Basham, and promising newcomer Ctois Dol- 
son. 

State Representative - 23rd District (Democratic)- 
This newly created district has a field of five running on 
the Democratic side of the ledger. We support Kath¬ 
leen Law, a research scientist as the nominee. She has 
been featured in many newspaper and magazine arti¬ 
cles for her aggressive efforts on behalf of water preser¬ 
vation and air quality. 

County Commissioner - 11th District (Republican)- 
Three candidates including former state legislator 
Deborah Whyman are seeking this nomination. Why- 
man brings a lot of experience to the table but her ul¬ 
tra-conservative positions sometimes are contrary to 
the 11th District. We support Fred Bolden, who has 
run for this position twice. The Canton resident will 
make a worthy opponent for incumbent John Sullivan 
in November. 

34th District Court - Some very worthy candidates 
will lose this election, as five candidates seek this posi¬ 
tion. Jeff Jahi; David Glaab and David Parrott would 
probably make excellent judges, but we throw our sup¬ 
port to Stephen Trahey. 

35th District Court - A new judgeship was created 
and ten candidates are seeking the position. We would 
ask voters to elect Karen Woodside. As 35th District 
Court Chair, she oversaw the budget and funding for 
the new courthouse after a fire destroyed the old one in 
1997. Additionally she has served as Northville Town¬ 
ship Supervisor and was named Outstanding Woman 
firom Northville-2000. 

City of Westland Incinerator Proposal - Actions by 
Mayor Sandy Cicirelli and the Westland City Council 
have convinced us that the city is making slow but 
good faith efforts to defeng the bloodsucking incinera¬ 
tor contract - a contract that costs residents $62 p>er 
ton to bum a ton of garbage, five to six times the land¬ 
fill rates. The mayor and council are demanding a 
break fix)m incinerator owners and if they don’t get it, 
they’ve budgeted money for legal fees to fight for it.

That’s a lot of money and even Mayor 
Hilliard Hampton has publicly said he will not support 
the proposal We agree, wholeheartedly. Inkster voters 
are taxed enough. 

Proposal K - This proposal asks Wayne County vot¬ 
ers to approve 1.5 mills for mandated special education 
programs beginning in 2002. Everytime there is a “spe¬ 
cial needs” government pick-pockets the taxpayers to 
pay for the programs. Enough is enough. If you really 
want to help these students, send a message to Lans¬ 
ing that they are, by law, obligated to fund programs 
that are mandated.

Is this an election or a snooze- 
fest? 

Though 18th District Democratic 
rep candidate David Cox conducted 
an election raffle at a Westland Shop¬ 
ping Center kiosk decorated with 
American flags, and though Rep. 
John Stewart, R-Plymouth, claimed 
that his chest and one of his hands 
were bruised in an alleged election 
campaign scuffle in Garden City, the 
election hasn’t even generated back¬ 
ground noise. 

So far all candidates with a 
chance to win have ignored solutions 
to tough problems. Only outsiders, 
such as Eric LaCruze, the 21st Dis¬ 
trict Democratic House candidate, 
dare to challenge the status quo — a 
declining economy and a rising war 
on terrorism 

‘1 haven’t received much support 
from the Democratic Party,” said 
LaCruze. 

An opponent of ruinous lawsuits 
and unaccountable public schools, 
LaCruze has slim pickings in the 
Aug. 6 Democratic primary, especial¬ 
ly against Marie Slavens, darling of 
two Democratic Party special inter¬ 
est groups, the trial lawyers and 
teacher unions. A lawyer and a Ply- 
mouth-CJanton school board mem¬ 
ber, Slavens only needs to join the 
UAW the Sierra Club, and the Rain- 
bow Coalition to be completely 
plugged into the Democratic estab¬ 
lishment. 

While the blessings of the Democ¬ 
ratic establishment will reward 
Slavens, as the blessings of the Re¬ 
publican Party establishment — the 
Business Roundtable, the Chamber 


of Commerce, the Christian Coali¬ 
tion — should bless GOP gubernato¬ 
rial candidate Dick Posthumus in 
the primary establishment power no 
longer rewards most Middle Ameri¬ 
cans, who lack the wealth, health, 
safety, and schooling of most West¬ 
ern Europeans (whom we subsidize 
at the expense of urban Americans). 

I think the worst of establish¬ 
ment politicians when I drive my 
daughter to Orchestral Hall in De¬ 
troit, where she plays the fiddle in a 
youth orchestra The nation’s richest 
m£Uor city for decades, Detroit now 
houses dope dens in its ruins. 

Driving along Martin Luther King 
Boulevard and Woodward Avenue in 
an area that has received millions in 
redevelopment fUnds from four lev¬ 
els of government and fix)m corpo¬ 
rate America, filthy mattresses stick 
out of broken windows in crumbling 
buildings, some with only two walls. 

Nearby public schools, which re¬ 
cently rationed toilet paper to stu¬ 
dents, drive students and ftoiilies 
away because special interests have 
a stranglehold on the Mchigan legis¬ 
lature. (Meanwhile in Milwaukee 
and Cleveland, Rustbelt cities with 
politicians brave, tough, and honor¬ 
able enough to battle teachers 
unions over vouchers, attract fflmi- 
lies and revive urban neighborhoods 
with improving public and private 
schools.) 

Yet no mainstream Michigan 
candidate dares to challenge the 
state’s disincentives for strong neigh¬ 
borhoods, good schools, and small 
businesses, the mirror image of the 
state’s favors for corporate and gov-

emment union contributors. 

But since Eisenhowei; candidates 
who put peace, prosperity, and se¬ 
cure borders over power almost al¬ 
ways lose. Candidates like the Green 
Party’s Ralph Nader — he’s the guy 
who campaigned against corporate 
dishonesty and for protecting pas¬ 
senger airplanes agafiist terrorism — 
get demonized in the media and 
trounced in the poDs, 

So we end up with corporations 
cheating investors and terrorists hi¬ 
jacking airplanes for mass murders 
of thousands of innocent people, 
tragedies that establishment politi¬ 
cians have exploited to take away 
constitutional ri^ts and to justify in¬ 
vading Iraq.

theme is railing against the 35.8% in¬ 
crease in pay received by state repre¬ 
sentatives last year. In Anderson’s 
case the amount of the raise was $20, 
419. Although Anderson voted 
against accepting the raise, Cox cas¬ 
tigates him for keeping the raise 
rather than donating the amount to 
charity, as some representatives 
have. 

A number of representatives vot¬ 
ed against the raise knowing it 
would go through anyway because 
the state senate was not going to 
take action. State law requires both 
the senate and house reject the raise 
by a ^ vote or the raise goes into ef¬ 
fect automatically. (Cox’s literature 
makes no mention of trying to 
change that procedure.) 

In his campaign literature (direct¬ 
ed to “citizens”, absentee voters and 
UAW members, Cox promises that, if 
he is elected, one lucky person in the 
district will win $20,419 in a lottery 
style drawing. Cox says, “On Novem¬ 
ber 1,2002 at 11:00 a.m. on the front 
steps of Westland City Hall I will hold 
a drawing and one Westland citizen 


will win the entire amount of that 
raise, $20,419.” 

The only criteria to be eligible for 
the drawing were to be at least 18 
years of age and have completed and 
returned the stub of a ticket (which 
absentee voters received in the 
mail). No tickets were available at 
Cox’s headquarters at a kiosk in the 
Westland Mall when this writer visit¬ 
ed it last Friday afternoon. In fret, no 
one was manning the booth. 

Cox is a former school board 
member and chairman. He resigned 
that position when he was appoint¬ 
ed to a seat on the Westland City 
Council He later lost that seat when 
he was defeated by a substantial 
margin in a recall election. Cox also 
was an aide to former Romulus May¬ 
or William Oakley. He lost that job 
when Oakley’s reelection bid failed. 

Cox obviously hoped his gambit 
would persuade a number of voters 
to back him in next week’s primaiy 
election just to get a chance at the 
$20,419 prize. Howevei; there will be 
no drawing. Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor Mike Duggan shut the raffle

down presumably as being a viola¬ 
tion of state election law. There has 
been no indication that Cox will be 
prosecuted. 

But Cox’s campaign literature, 
which has not been revised, still 
promises the drawing. Undoubtedly 
there will be a number of voters at 
the polls next week who still believe 
they might have a chance at the 
money if they vote for Cox. 

Unfortunately, we live in an era 
where too many citizens are willing 
to sell their votes for politician’s 
promises. It remains to be seen how 
many Westland voters will sell their 
votes for an illegal lottery ticket.
